Story of the Opera. 


—— Simone Boccanegra ——, 
Scene: Genoa and the neighbouring sea—coast. | 
Time : About 1350 A.D. 


The story of the Opera is set against a background of party-strife between 
the patricians and the plebians, and tells of the personal conflict between. the 
noble Fiesco and the lowly Boccanegra. 


PROLOGUE. 


А Square in Genoa outside the Doge's Palace. An hour before dawn. Paolo 
and Pietro plan to have Bocanegra elected Doge. Boccanegra meets Fiesco, 
whose daughter, Maria, he has seduced. A girl has been born and Fiesco demands 
its surrender. Boccanegra cannot comply as the baby has disappeared. Fiesco 
curses him. Boccanegra enters the palace and finds Maria is dead ; outside 
he is acclaimed as the new Doge. 


ACT I. SCENE 1. 


The Garden of the Grimaldi Palace. Dawn. Simone Boccanegra has ruled 
as Doge for twenty years, but the vengeful Fiesco (now known as Andrea) is 
¿conspiring to have him removed. Amelia begs her lover, Gabriele, to leave 

the conspiracy. The Doge is announced. Amelia, knowing that he wants 

her to marry Paolo, urges Gabriele to arrange for their own immediate marriage. 
The Doge enters and on discovering that Amelia is his long-lost daughter, tells 
Paolo to give up all thought of her. Paolo decides to abduct her. 


SCENE2. COUNCIL CHAMBER IN THE PALACE. THE NEXT DAY. 


While the Doge is sitting in council a crowd bursts in. They drag Gabriele 
and Fiesco with them. |t transpires that Gabriele, while seeking for Amelia, 
who has been abducted, has killed a plebian. Gabriele thinks that the Doge 
is behind the abduction and is only prevented from killing him, too, by the return 
of Amelia herself. Party-feeling is rising when the Doge intervenes and has 
Gabriele and Fiesco thrown into custody. He also forces Paolo, whom he suspects 
of the outrage, publicly to lay his curse on the guilty person. 


DAY. 

Paolo has failed to enlist Fiesco in his plan to kill Boccanegra, but decides to 
carry on with the scheme of poisoning him. Bent on making trouble he meets 
Gabriele and hints to him that Amelia is the Doge's mistress. Amelia, who has 
promised to keep her relationship secret, cannot explain the situation to 
Gabriele. As they argue, Boccanegra enters. Amelia hides Gabriele from sight 
Boccanegra drinks the poison and is then set upon by Gabriele, but Amelia 
intervenes. Here, the Doge reveals to Gabriele that the girl is his daughter 
and tells him that their union will have his blessing if Gabriele can stop the 
revolt of the Patricians, whose war-cry is heard distantly. 


SCENE 2. INSIDE THE PALACE. A FEW HOURS LATER. 


The revolt has ended. Fiesco is freed and Paolo is lead away to execution. 
The Doge enters. He is dying, but recognises Fiesco. Не tells him that Amelia 
is the lost child and the two old enemies are reconciled. Boccanegra dies after 
naming Gabriele as his successor.
